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FOUR FOR ADAM 

Father running four charity marathons in memory of son

AN Epsom man who lost his son 
to neuroblastoma four years ago is 
now running in four marathons in 
as many months to raise funds for a 
children’s cancer charity 

Adam Bird was diagnosed with 
the “hideous disease” neuroblas¬ 
toma in July 2009 before dying just 
short of four years later aged nine. 

His father Nick Bird, now a trus¬ 
tee for the charity Solving Kids’ 
Cancer, is now dedicating time to 
run four marathons in four months 
with the last one being in New York 
this November. 

He is aiming to raise £4,444. 

Nick told Sutton Guardian: “My 
running friends thought it was a 
good idea. 

“I’m a decent runner but I’m not 
by any stretch a great runner so 
they thought the challenge was dif¬ 
ficult but achievable. Some people 
say I’m a bit nuts but everyone has 
been supportive and are excited.” 

Nick has set a target of finishing 
each marathon in under four hours. 

On August 6 he completed the 
first marathon in Gloucester in 
three hours and 49 minutes. 

He said: “When you do something 
in memory of your child that died 
then you become very invested in 
it. It’s not simply to raise money 
for charity It takes a much greater 
significance. 

“In a sense running helps me to 
stay sane. I started running a cou¬ 
ple of years before Adam was diag¬ 
nosed. When Adam was ill I used 
to run and it helped me to organise 


my thoughts. I would think about 
what’s going on with his treatment 
and stuff. And now since he’s died, 
it’s an escape. 

“I go out and run, I’m on my own 
with my own thoughts and release.” 

Nick described Solving Kids’ Can¬ 
cer as a charity “close to my heart. 
We are working as hard as possible 
so we can try and improve things 
for those already diagnosed and for 
those who will be diagnosed in fu¬ 
ture. What the charity tries to bring 
is more options to the UK. There 
will always be a need for some chil¬ 
dren to travel abroad. We are trying 
to provide the most promising and 
beneficial therapies. A child dies of 


this disease every ten days. I know 
too many children who have died of 
this illness, many of them around 
the same time as Adam.” 

Nick believes it is important for 
him to endure the challenges of do¬ 
ing back to back marathons. 

He elaborated: “Running for four 
hours is a long time. I got a stitch 
for the last four miles in Gloucester 
which was horrible. But the fact I’m 
running for Adam and in memo¬ 
ry of everything he went through 
when he was ill pulls me through.” 

The 46-year-old runner is now 
training and recovering in prepara¬ 
tion for his next marathon in Rich¬ 
mond on September 17 before the 


third one in York on October 8. 

On November 5 Nick hopes to 
run the New York Marathon which 
he said is fittingly four days before 
what would have been Adam’s 14th 
birthday 

He added: “My goal is to try to 
raise £4,444 for this charity which 
supported our family through the 
difficult times and is there for other 
families like my own.”

GEORGE W Bush famously 
fell off one, and soon you may 
be able to too at Chessington 
World of Adventures. 

Plans have been submit¬ 
ted to Kingston Council for 
a new 1,400-metre Segway 
tour through woodland in 
the resort’s Sixty Acre Wood, 
which also includes a Go Ape 
park. 

The council is currently 
accepting feedback and com¬ 
ments on the application 
as part of a consultation 
process. 

The developer claimed the 
Segway tour would “encour¬ 
age more outdoor recrea¬ 
tion and appreciation of the 
woodland by visitors”. 

Chessington’s associate 
director Ian York wrote 
that Sixty Acre Wood was 
an “ideal location” for the 
tour. 

The application is the lat¬ 
est in a series of proposals 
to add to the resort as part of 
a long-term plan for the next

five to 10 years. 

Kingston Council has al¬ 
ready approved plans for a 
Go Ape treetop adventure 
course for Sixty Acre Wood 
and “glamping” tents - posh 
camping - at Chessington, 
and blueprints for 45 new 
lodges at the Safari hotel 
have also been submitted. 


The resort’s masterplan 
also refers to plans for a soft 
play area, indoor trampolines 
and a 3D cinema at the Safari 
Hotel, new rides and animal 
attractions, and a new family 
rollercoaster, but does not yet 
mention further details. 

The Surrey Comet asked 
Chessington for more infor¬ 


mation, but a spokeswoman 
remained tight-lipped, and 
said it would “be a surprise”. 

The closing date for com¬ 
ments is Friday, August 25.

Holly Gibson-Bar¬ 
nard, student at the 
Wilkes Academy of 
Performing Arts in 
Swindon, has wanted 
to be a professional 
dancer since she can 
remember. Last year 
she joined performance 
company Tap Attack 

The tap dancer also 
attended Laine Theatre 
Arts in Epsom for ten 
years as a semi-student. 

“There’s never been 
anything else,” she told 
Sutton Guardian. “This 
has always been the 
pathway. Unfortunately 
for my mum it’s really 
expensive. 

“I’ve never found an 
interest in other things. 
The feeling I get on 
stage makes me want 
to do loads of differ¬ 
ent shows. Making the 
audience happy and 
involved is really per¬ 
sonal. It’s that excite¬ 
ment of ‘Oh My God my 
mum will see me or this 
person will see me’. It’s 
hard to explain.” 

The passionate 
well-spoken young 
dancer needs to raise 
£2,500 to fund the Ger¬ 
many trip held in No¬ 
vember and December.

If she manages to ac¬ 
quire the money, Holly 
said it would “mean 
everything” to her. 

She elaborated: “I 
know people say that 
a lot, you hear it on X 
Factor and stuff. But 
if you come from a 
background of never 
getting much, it means 


so much to go out there 
and represent your 
country. If I come home 
with a medal it would 
mean I have done some¬ 
thing for myself.” 

Earlier this year Hol¬ 
ly, along with her boy¬ 
friend, auditioned to be 
a part of Team GB in 
the championships. 

“It was actually re¬ 
ally really scary. The 
audition had loads of 
different routines you 
had to learn with each 
style being completely 
different. 

“In one of them they 
made us take our tap 


shoes off and made us 
improvise. It was com¬ 
pletely different to a tap 
audition. I was think¬ 
ing what the hell is go¬ 
ing on,” she laughed. 

Despite the unexpect¬ 
ed improvisation, Holly 
felt the auditions went 
well. 

In July, she and her 
boyfriend were togeth¬ 
er when they heard the 
good news. 

“It was really excit¬ 
ing. It was immense, 
amazing. It was a really 
nice feeling. It would 
have been really awk¬ 
ward if one of us didn’t 
get picked. It’s nice that 
we will be able to go to¬ 
gether.” 

Holly added: “My 
mum was ecstatic. I 
facetimed her because 
I was in Swindon. She 
started crying and it 
was quite emotional. 
Everyone has been re¬ 
ally supportive. They 
can’t really believe it 
but at the same time 
they can, it’s one of 
those feelings.” 

The North Cheam na¬ 
tive has two years left in 
college and she stressed 
that any support to help 
her represent Team GB 
in Germany would be 
greatly appreciated.

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Woman describes her father’s role in making peace during the worst rioting in British ruled India 


Remembering Ghandi’s peace broker

A Tadworth woman’s father 
was personally picked by 
Ghandi to be on a commit¬ 
tee to broker peace between 
Muslims and Hindus after 
widespread rioting. 

Arthur Wise was the speak¬ 
er for the European group’s 
House of Representatives 
that helped bring peace in 
Kolkata after Direct Action 
Day on August 16,1946, when 
more than 4,000 people were 
killed. 

Understood to have marked 
the beginning of “The Week 
of the Long Knives”, it is said 
to be the worst communal ri¬ 
oting that British India had 
ever seen. 

One of his three daughters, 
Pamela Tolwill, said: “The 
killings were terrible be¬ 
tween Muslims and Hindus.” 

“There had always been 
strife, but not in the general 
public, and there were peo¬ 
ple who came in and caused 
trouble. 

“No one seemed to be able 
to intervene and so there was 
nothing that the British, the 
police or anybody could do.” 

Ghandi “felt constrained” 


to visit Kolkata, where the 
worst killings and atrocities 
were happening, to try to 
broker peace between the two 
groups. 

When he discovered Mr 
Wise was a Christian and a 
businessman, he chose him 
to help form a peace commit¬ 
tee comprising of 10 Muslims 
and 10 Hindus who were im¬ 
portant people in the city. 

Mrs Tolwill, who now 
lives in Motts Hill Lane in 
Tolworth, added: “It was so 
successful that when all the 
uprising was happening, Kol¬ 
kata was the only city where 
there was peace during this 
time.” 

But violence continued 
even after the peace rallies, 
forcing further action. 

Ninety-year-old Mrs Tol¬ 
will said: “Ghandi was so 
upset about this that he went 
into fasting, and this time he 
said it would be a fast to his 
death if they didn’t stop. 

“He fasted for two days and 
was growing weak, my father 
pleaded with him not to do it 
and he said, ‘I have to do this 
otherwise the killing will not 
stop amongst these people’. 

“There was so much up¬ 
set amongst the people who 
agreed to hold the peace that 
they came to Ghandi’s house 


and they threw in all their 
weapons in his courtyard. 

“Because Ghandi was so 
dearly loved across India, 
nobody wanted to be respon¬ 
sible for his death.” 

Arthur was born in Kol¬ 
kata on March 24, 1896, and 
became a director at An¬ 
drew Yule and Company, 
living there for 40 years be¬ 
fore spending his remaining 
years in Banstead. 

He helped provide fresh 
water which reduced the 
amount of diseases, helped to 
clear rubbish in the streets, 
provide regular collections 
of waste and helped build 
hospitals to treat the sick and 
wounded. 

Pamela helped take care of 
him until he died at the age 
of 96 in May 1992. 

She will appear on a 
Newsnight special, featuring 
on BBC Two, titled Partition: 
70 Years On which commem¬ 
orates the 70th anniversary 
of the partition of India. 

Another programme, My 
Family, Partition and Me: 
India 1947, also documented 
time in her life in a two-part 
series broadcast on BBC 
One earlier this week. You 
can still see the programmes 
through the BBC iPlayer 
service.

Happy end for abandoned puppy nursed back to life 

Pup left for dead is 
growing up happily 


A driver was caught travel¬ 
ling at 60 miles per hour with 
a phone in each hand. 

Surrey Police’s roads polic¬ 
ing unit shared an image of 
the offending driver on social 
media this week. 

The force created a UK li¬ 
cence record for the driver, 
who is not a UK resident, so it 
could add six penalty points. 

Officers laughed off sug¬ 
gestions that the driver could 
get penalty points and a fine 
for each phone. 

The driver was also fined 
£200 after being caught on 
Wednesday, August 8. 

Surrey Police’s RPU tweet¬ 
ed: “Whatever this driver had 
going on must have been su¬ 
per important.” 

Officers are using a fleet of 
unmarked cars, motorbikes 
“and a big lorry” as part of 
Operation Tramline, a crack¬ 
down on distracted driving in 
Surrey and Sussex. 

The forces had carried out 
a similar operation in the two 
counties in January in which 
572 vehicles were stopped in 
two weeks, and more than 597 
offences were detected. 

“Since we ran the opera¬ 
tion back in January we have 
seen a marked reduction in 
the number of offences that 
we are finding,” an officer 
said. 

“However, that is still far 
too many.” 

He added that the main 
offences officers found were 
drivers on their phones 


or playing with them in a 
cradle. 

“Please remember it can al¬ 
ways wait,” the officer added. 
“Do whatever you need to do 
when you get to your destina¬ 
tion, or set the phone up and 
get it ready - if you are using 
Satnav, for example - prior to 
starting your journey. 


“If you continually fiddle 
with your phone and we get 
sufficient evidence, you can 
be prosecuted for driving 
while not in proper control. 

“If you are holding your 
phone you will be dealt with 
for using your phone while 
driving, which is six points 
and a £200 fine.”

Liz Wood, deputy manager 
at RSPCA Millbrook, became 
Doris’ surrogate mum for 
three months. 

“Doris was very lucky she 
was found - she was very 
small and extremely vulnera-

PASSENGERS will feel “an¬ 
gry and frustrated’ by hikes 
in rail fares, a senior Surrey 
County Councillor has said. 

It was announced this 
week that rail fares will rise 
by up to 3.6 per cent in Janu¬ 
ary - and the news coincided 
with more disruption on the 
lines to Waterloo because of 
a derailment and major im¬ 
provement work which led 
South West Trains to advise 
passengers not to travel on 
its network. 

The county council’s cabi¬ 
net member for environment 
and planning, councillor 
Mike Goodman, said: “With 
the current disruption of 
Waterloo services, I can see 
why many passengers will be 
feeling angry and frustrated, 
especially as they board a 


carriage already almost full 
to bursting or wait on a plat¬ 
form for a delayed train. 

“That’s why we are contin¬ 
uing to push for investment 
in infrastructure like Cross¬ 
rail 2. The work to improve 
Waterloo will only go so far 
to boost rail capacity and 
the planned new line will 
not only relieve the morning 
crush, improve connections 
and speed up journeys, it 
will drive economic growth 
in London, Surrey, the wider 
South East and way beyond.” 

Crossrail 2 - which would 
have stations including Ep¬ 
som and Chessington South 
- would have additional ca¬ 
pacity for up to 270,000 more 
people travelling into London 
at peak periods.

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Sheep killed 
in dog attack 

A sheep has had its throat ripped 
out in a vicious dog attack. 

The sheep was killed last week 
when it was grazing at Happy 
Valley in Old Coulsdon. 

The incident is believed to have 
happened sometime between 
midday on Tuesday, August 8, 
and 2pm on Wednesday, August 9. 

A spokesperson for the com¬ 
pany looking after the sheep - 
Downlands Partnership - said: 
“The sheep had its throat ripped 
out and the rest of the flock wor¬ 
ried, which could lead to further 
health problems due to stress in 
the near future. 

“The flock has been removed 
and will need to be monitored 
closely over the coming weeks.” 

Workers at the valley have 
been left appalled by the attack. 

“Local residents love this 
beautiful area and its rare chalk 
grassland habitat, which the 
sheep once created and now help 
to manage for biodiversity,” the 
spokesperson said. 

“The sheep are gentle and 
inquisitive creatures and the 
Downlands Partnership local 
volunteer stock checkers that 
help the staff to look after them, 
have been left appalled by this 
incident.” 

Signage is posted around the 
valley and paddock to warn the 
public of the potential dangers 
of dogs near sheep. 

The paddock also has a dog 
control order that prohibits dogs 
off the lead.

Man who claimed to be Portuguese failed spot language test 

Cocaine found hidden 
in drug dealer’s car

A drug dealer who pretended to 
be Portuguese but twice failed 
an on-the-spot language test has 
been jailed. 

Artinis Hajdarmataj, 20, of 
Windmill Road, Croydon, was 
jailed for four years and six 
months on Thursday, August 10, 
at Guildford Crown Court. 

The Albanian national had 
previously admitted driving 
without a licence, possess¬ 
ing a fake licence, and pos¬ 
sessing cocaine with intent to 
supply. 

His sentencing is the latest 
case to come to court as part of 
Surrey Police’s Operation Viking 
- a crackdown on cross-border 
drug dealers across the county. 

Officers first stopped Hajdar¬ 
mataj at 2am on May 3 in Wink- 
worth Road, Banstead. 

He showed officers a Portu¬ 
guese driver’s licence and gave 
the name “Samuel Alves” - but 



when challenged, he could not 
understand any Portuguese. 

Hajdarmataj was arrested on 
suspicion of using a fake driver’s 
licence and released on bail after 
admitting his real nationality 
and name. He skipped his court 
appearance. 

The 20-year-old was arrest¬ 
ed again on July 12, in Croydon 
Lane, Banstead, by a probation¬ 
ary officer on duty with their 
tutor. This time Hajdarmataj pre¬ 
tended to be Joao Damiano - an¬ 
other Portuguese national, and 
again he could not understand 
any Portuguese. 

He admitted his real identi¬ 
ty to officers who found bags of 
cocaine stashed inside the panel 
by the steering wheel and large 
amounts of cash. 

When officers searched his 
home in Windmill Road, Croy¬ 
don, they found more cash hid¬ 
den under his mattress and in a 
chest of drawers. 

He was disqualified from driv¬ 
ing for two years.

Fighting for acute services 


The announcement that St 
Helier “Hospital to get £12m 
upgrade”, (Sutton Guardian, 
July 20), is odd because the 
Epsom and St Helier Hospitals 
NHS Trust have recently 
released plans which suggest 
the closure of acute services at 
either Epsom or St Helier or 
both hospitals, possibly 
replaced by a new “acute 
facility” located at the former 
Sutton Hospital site in Belmont. 

The trust cites three possible 
options for the future of Epsom 
and St Helier hospitals, none of 


which includes continuation of 
acute facilities at both hospitals 
as at present. 

By “acute facilities” the trust 
means services like A&E, a full 
doctor-led maternity service, 
in-patient peadiatrics 
(childrens’ services), coronary 
care and high dependency care. 

At present, both Epsom and St 
Helier hospitals have these 
facilities, ready to serve local 
people when they need them. 

But these plans would see 
such services removed from one 
or both of Epsom and St Helier 


hospitals. 

According to the trust’s 
estimates, the new facility, 
wherever built, would cost 
£400m-£500m - funded by a form 
of notoriously expensive 
private finance deal. 

So taxpayers would be 
required not only to repay the 
loan but also the profit on the 
loan to the private lender. 

And combining acute services 
at the former Sutton hospital 
site would require most people, 
in an emergency, to travel 
further. And the location has 


already been found wanting 
regards adequate transport 
links to support a secondary 
school.

Arrests at airports before going on holiday are taking off 


The number of people arrested for 
being drunk at airports has risen by 
50 per cent.

But, where things have changed 
in recent years is although airports 
might frown at the thought of a 
whole load of incapable drunks 
climbing aboard planes, they have 
actively gone out of their way to 
encourage people to drink. 

I know, I know - they would never 
be so crass as to suggest anyone 
should drink to excess and will 
make a point of marketing the fact 
they suggest drinkers are sensible, 
but if you encourage the number of 
people they do to indulge you are 
bound to get problems. 


Add in a whole host of other com¬ 
bustible factors and it is surprising 
only 387 were arrested on the basis 
they were suspected of being drunk. 

For a start added security checks 
means people have far more time to 
kill - the airports are well aware of 
this and place more and more bars 
and restaurants between you and the 
departure gate. 

Their only real argument they 
try to discourage drinking is in the 
exorbitant prices they charge - but, 
with a captive audience, even this 
doesn’t wash. 

The fact is we’re all flying more, 
drinking more, attending more stag 
parties overseas and care less about 
how we are viewed in public so there 
are plenty of reasons for the dramat¬ 
ic increase in drunkenness. 


Add to this the fact airports oper¬ 
ate completely outside of licensing 
hours and never, in my experience, 
question whether people have had 
enough before serving them anoth¬ 
er drink, and you have the perfect 
cocktail for problems. This is the 
way airports now operate and they 
make big money from alcohol - 
they can moan as much as they like 
but they’re not really encouraging 
responsible drinking.

Former agent speaks in defence of model at heart of Italian kidnap case 

Model left 'humiliated’ by 
alleged kidnapping ordeal

A Cousldon model allegedly 
kidnapped in Italy was “hu¬ 
miliated” by her capture and 
did not make up the story for 
publicity, her former agent 
hcis said 

Phil Green told ITV’s Good 
Morning Britain he was 
standing by Chloe Ayling, 
who Italian police said was 
snatched by a group calling 
itself Black Death in Milan 
last month. 

Ms Ayling is believed to 
have been drugged and trans¬ 
ported in a bag to an isolated 
village near Turin, where she 
was held for six days as her 
captors tried to auction her 
online. 

The 20-year-old said she 
was injected with ketamine 
after being lured to a fake 
modelling shoot in Milan be¬ 
fore being bundled into the 
boot of a car and told she was 
going to be sold as a sex slave. 

Mr Green, of Supermodel 
Agency, said he felt responsi¬ 
ble “in the sense that I didn’t 
want to send her to the hands

of a kidnapper”, but that 
everything about the shoot 
“checked out.” 

The model only began tell¬ 
ing her story after the Italian 
police “gave out every de¬ 
tail”, he said. 

He told GMB: “Trust me, 
I wouldn’t be sat here today, 
nor would Chloe be giving 
an interview, had it not been 


for the Italian police giving a 
press release. 

“She was humiliated by 
the fact that she’d been kid¬ 
napped. 

“She’d been through an 
ordeal, she wanted to forget 
it and come back home and 
start her normal modelling 
life.” 

Ms Ayling received £200,000 


worth of offers of work when 
she returned to the UK, he 
said, and has since moved to a 
new modelling agency. 

But, Mr Green added: “She 
didn’t do this for publicity 
purposes by any means.” 

He warned other models to 
be careful over their social 
media use when posting de¬ 
tails of jobs.

Nature Notes 

with Tony Drakeford

Photographing birds in flight is 
far from easy, poses quite a chal¬ 
lenge and can be very frustrating 
when trying to capture the perfect 
image. 

Slow-flying species such as 
herons and gulls are compara¬ 
tively easy perhaps but fast-flying 
swifts, swallows, kingfishers and 
similar species are a different 
matter. 

Therefore I was delighted to 
capture this image of a male 
swallow just having fed its sec¬ 
ond brood and turning to fly out 
and head back to the river along 
Kingston towpath. My technique 
was to stand some way from the 
nest focus the camera on it with 
finger poised on the shutter while 
a friend alerted me as soon as the 
parent bird flew in. I then had a 
split second to press the shutter 
and hope as the swallow arrived 
at the nest for a brief visit and its 
speed in flight is breath taking. 

Swallows are indeed my favour¬ 
ite birds to study and this sum¬ 
mer has proved to be a good one 
for them. 

They may produce even three 
broods in a favourable year and 
will return to their old haunts 
year after year seemingly quite 
at ease with people thronging the 
towpath on a hot summer’s day 

They will remain with us until 
September and then undertake 
their hazardous 6000 mile flight 
back to South Africa.

Rail fares are likely to go up in price again 

Rail fare price increase 
adds to commuter woe

Rail fares are set to rise by about 
3.6 per cent in January next year, 
affecting commuters using season 
tickets and some return fares. 

The release of the latest Retail 
Prices Index (RPI) inflation fig¬ 
ures on Tuesday affects just under 
half of rail fares in England, Scot¬ 
land and Wales - because the gov¬ 
ernment links “regulated” fares 
to this index. 

The government has to approve 
the increase, and the figure acts as 
a maximum that rail companies 
can increase fares by 

The announcement comes on a 
day of rail chaos, with continued, 
planned works at Waterloo add¬ 
ed to an earlier train derailment 
leading to long delays on South 
West Trains services. This result¬ 
ed in the company advising pas¬ 
sengers against travelling at all. 

There was also disruption to 
Southern services on the same 
line. 

The Office for National Statis¬ 
tics (ONS) said the Retail Price 
Index (RPI) measure of inflation, 
which is used to calculate train 
ticket prices, rose by 3.6 per cent 
in July, up from 3.5 per cent in 


June. 

It came as Consumer Price In¬ 
dex (CPI) inflation held steady at 
2.6 per cent last month, the same 
rate as June. While the outcome 
was below economists’ predic¬ 
tions of 2.7 per cent, CPI remained 
above the Bank of England’s infla¬ 
tion target of 2 per cent. 

James Tucker, ONS head of 
consumer price inflation, said: 
“Falling fuel prices offset by the 
costs of food, clothing and house¬ 
hold goods left the headline rate 
of inflation unchanged in July” 

However, he warned against us¬ 
ing RPI, saying it was “not a good 
measure” and the ONS does not 
“recommend its use”. Sterling, al¬ 
ready under pressure amid politi¬ 
cal confusion over Brexit, dipped 
on the news. 

The pound was trading 0.3 per 
cent lower against the dollar at 
1.29 and 0.1 per cent lower verses 
the euro at 1.09 euros. 

Households have seen their 
spending power come under sus¬ 
tained pressure from lacklustre 
wage growth and higher inflation, 
triggering an increase in credit 
and a decline in savings. 

The ONS said the main down¬ 
ward impact on the cost of living 
came from a drop in fuel prices, 
which sank by 1.3 per cent be¬ 
tween June and July after grow¬ 


ing by 0.7 per cent over the period 
in 2016. 

Petrol fell by 1.4p month on 
month to 113.9p per litre, while 
diesel slipped by 1.7p to 115.6p per 
litre. The decline was countered 
in part by food prices notching 0.1 
per cent higher month on month 
in July after falling by 0.2 per cent 
over the period last year. 

Meat and other items such as 
sauces became more expensive 
in July, the ONS said. Clothing 
and footwear prices were putting 
upward pressure on CPI after re¬ 
cording a smaller fall of 3 per cent 
between June and July, compared 
to a 3.4 per cent drop last year. 

Utility bills were also pricier 
last month, with electricity, gas 
and other fuels lifting 0.8 per cent 
between June and July after com¬ 
ing in flat over the period in 2016. 
The jump was partly caused by en¬ 
ergy giant EDF hiking electricity 
and gas prices towards the end of 
June. 

The Consumer Price Index in¬ 
cluding owner-occupiers’ housing 
costs (CPIH) also remained at 2.6 
per cent in July, in line with the 
rate for June. 

CPIH is the ONS’s preferred 
measure of inflation, which in¬ 
cludes costs associated with liv¬ 
ing in, maintaining and owning a 
home.

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AN INCONVENIENT SEQUEL TRUTH TO 
POWER (PG): A few minutes into Jon Shenk 
and Bonni Cohen's tub-thumping sequel to 
the Oscar-winning 2006 documentary An 
Inconvenient Truth, it becomes apparent 
that there is one renewable energy source 
the world has yet to harness: former United 
States vice president Al Gore's boundless de¬ 
termination to prick consciences about the 
effects of global warming. 

The avuncular messiah of the modern age 
loudly bangs a drum for action and words on 
climate change, spreading his message dur¬ 
ing a turbulent period of political upheaval 
including the election of Donald Trump, who 
lambasted global warming as a "very expen¬ 
sive hoax". 

Like its predecessor, the film incorporates 
segments from Gore's slide-show lectures. 

Breathtaking images of the statesman 
atop a rapidly melting glacier in Greenland 
are intercut with snappy soundbites that 
anoint Gore as the lone voice of reason capa¬ 
ble of deviating us from self-destruction. 

THE NUT JOB 2: NUTTY BY NATURE (U): 
There are peanuts and pistachios aplenty in 
director Cal Bi-linker's computer-animated 
sequel but the biggest nuts are family audi¬ 
ences, who shell out for this plodding, deriv¬ 
ative mess. 

The Nut Job 2: Nutty By Nature is a joyless 
and clumsily constructed affair, which con¬ 
tinues the misadventures of a selfish purple 
squirrel (voiced by Will Arnett), who learnt a 
valuable lesson about self-sacrifice in the first 


film after he carelessly destroyed one animal 
community's winter store. 

Alas, the bushy-tailed rodent has relin¬ 
quished any warmth or likeability by the 
opening frames of this pedestrian follow-up, 
which follows the squirrel and his four-legged 
army as they battle a greedy mayor (Bobby 
Moynihan) for control of the city park. 

Physical humour falls flat and action set 
pieces, including a fur-raising ride on a roll¬ 
ercoaster, are loosely bolted together with 
gossamer thin strands of romance and rec¬ 
onciliation. 

ANNABELLE: CREATION (15): Demonic 
possession is child's play in Annabelle: Cre¬ 
ation, a 1950s-set prequel that enriches the 
mythology of the wooden doll, which wreaked 
havoc in the 2013 supernatural horror The 
Conjuring. 

Directed by David F Sandberg, who 
sent beads of sweat cascading down our 
spines with his debut feature Lights Out, this 
spooky yarn has enough piercing jolts to sate 
horror fans who enjoy being scared out of 
their wits. 

Doll maker Samuel Mullins (Anthony LaP- 
aglia) and his wife Esther (Miranda Otto) are 
devastated by the death of their beloved sev- 
en-year-old daughter Bee (Samara Lee). 

When a local orphanage is forced to close, 
Samuel and his wife offer temporary refuge to 
Sister Charlotte (Stephanie Sigman) and her 
young wards. 

One girl unleashes a dark force, which 
uses Bee's favourite plaything as a conduit to 


transform the sanctuary of the Mullins' home¬ 
stead into a scream-filled slaughterhouse. 

A GHOST STORY (12A): Written and directed 
by David Lowery, A Ghost Story is a haunting 
drama about life and love after death that 
drapes Oscar winner Casey Affleck in a flowing 
white sheet as the titular spectre for the major¬ 
ity of the 92-minute running time. 

Intentionally languid pacing will divide audi¬ 
ences, who are used to jump-out-of-seat scares 
from cinema's forays into the supernatural, es¬ 


pecially one protracted scene of actress Roon¬ 
ey Mara tearfully devouring a pie to vomitous 
excess. 

She plays M, who lives in a one-level house 
with her musician husband C (Affleck). 

He is killed in a car accident outside the 
house and M drowns in crashing waves of 
grief. 

She is oblivious to the ghost of C, who has 
walked from the morgue to the house, silently 
observing her every move.

The government has confirmed 
that changes to EPC rules 
preventing landlords from 
renting out inefficient homes 
WILL be brought in next April, 
writes Sally Walmsley. 

In a high level meeting the 
department for Business, Energy 
and Industrial Strategy (BEIS) 
confirmed to the RLA there 
will be no movement on the 
implementation date - which is 
now just eight months away. 

As of April 2018, all PRS 
homes must have a minimum 
Energy Performance Certificate 
rating of E or it will be illegal to 
rent them out. 

The rule applies to new 
tenancies and renewals only, 
but will be extended to existing 
tenancies by 2020. 

This means any homes rated F 
or G must be improved or taken 
off the rental market. 

With this in mind the RLA is 
reminding members they need 
to tackle any issues within their 
property sooner rather than 
later or they may have to take 
it off the market, with real fears 
that tradesman will struggle 
to cope with demand for 
improvements as the deadline 
approaches. 

The government today said 
it will be publishing specific 
guidance for landlords in 


October to clarify the new rules 
and their obligations. 

Despite the deadline bring 
so close the government has 
yet to confirm a cap on the 
amount of money that landlords 
must spend on improvements, 
with an initial figure of £5,000 
proposed. 

However, it has now 
confirmed that listed buildings 
will be exempt, on condition that 
landlords have done as much as 
they are permitted to, to make 
them energy efficient. Landlords 
will need to register their 
properties online. 

Around 330,000 PRS homes 
are rated F and G and will 
be affected by the changes - 
mainly Victorian and Edwardian 
homes. In total 18% of PRS 
homes were built before 1919 
prior to the introduction of 
cavity wall, meaning they are 
hard to insulate. 

David Smith, RLA policy 
director said: "The government 
has made it abundantly clear 
that there will be no movement 
on the April 2018 date so 
landlords MUST comply with the 
new legislation and the sooner 
they act the better." 

The RLA will be updating 
members with further 
information as soon as it 
becomes available.

Make best first impression for IT 


WHEN it comes to your CV you have 
very limited space to convey your ab¬ 
solute greatness in IT. That’s why it’s 
so important to avoid these common 
errors. 

1. Get the basics right. There’s noth¬ 
ing more eye-rolling for a recruiter than 
seeing their name misspelt. Make triple 
sure the name and title are correct. 

2. One size doesn’t fit all. Firing out 
a standard CV to every application just 
isn’t cricket.

Rather than embarking on some 
epic trans-Sahara road trip, slogging 
from Lands End to John 'o' Groats 
or striking out across Eastern Europe 
to Budapest on the shores of the 
Danube, there's a lot to be said 
fortesting a car in more everyday 
circumstances. 

As well as being cheaper and less 
time-consuming to keep the editor 
onside, it should, in theory, expose 
the same issues that owners will 
encounter on their own daily routes. 

That's unless they happen to 
commute across the Mongolian 
Steppe every morning or do their 
grocery shopping at that 24-hour 
Tescos on top of the Stelvio Pass. The 
story might not be as dramatic, and 
for that we apologise in advance, 
but a week of daily grind with the 
C3 Picasso has certainly proved 
enlightening. 

Monday morning and we're off, 
stumbling bleary-eyed out of bed with 
the working week looming ahead 
like an iceberg in the fog. The C3 
Picasso's first task is the 30-minute 
journey to work through the massed 
ranks of demoralized commuters. In 
traffic, the Picasso's all-round visibility 
is a major help. 

It sits you quite upright which 
may not be to the liking of some 
but it certainly aids your view of the 
surroundings. The innovative glazed 
A-pillars are extremely handy when 
negotiating roundabouts or pulling 


out of angled junctions. They increase 
your field of vision and stop you 
having to rock your head backwards 
and forwards to see around bends as 
you do in cars with wide solid pillars. 

In stop-start traffic, the Picasso's 
long throw gearbox isn't particularly 
rewarding to use but engine 
refinement improves as the diesel 
unit in our car gets up to operating 
temperature. The suspension deals 
admirably with the tough surfaces in 
our urban centres and it's hard to think 
of a vehicle of the Picasso's size that 
rides more smoothly. 

A midweek shopping trip presents 
the Picasso with the kind of task 
for which it was created. In the car 
park, the short bonnet and virtually 
flat backend make parking a cinch. 
The Picasso's light steering and 
tight turning circle help it to slide 
effortlessly into even the tightest 
spaces. Having conducted the 
supermarket sweep, the shopping 
fitted relatively easy into the Picasso's 
boot but a word of warning. 

The impressive dimensions of the 
boot that Citroen quotes don't tell the 
whole story because the space is quite 
tall and shallow. There isn't that much 
floor area and you may have to stack 
items or fold down the rear seats if 
you go too wild in the aisles.

Out on Friday with three 
passengers in tow and the Picasso's 


people carrying capacity comes 
under the microscope. This is a real 
strong suit for the little Citroen with 
abundant headroom for all occupants 
and legroom in the rear being almost 
as generous. 

There aren't many cars of this size 
that could seat three six-foot adults in 
the rear but this one can - just about. 
There are lots of storage options in 
the cabin as well and it generally feels 
well thought out on Citroen's part. 

A motorway journey on Saturday 


gave the Picasso a chance to stretch 
its legs and show that it was more 
than just an urban runabout. That 
comfortable ride was in evidence 
again and the engine proved more 
than willing to keep up with traffic, 
even if it took a bit of time to pick up 
speed when required. The controls 
are well laid-out and the dashboard 
follows the design themes of the car's 
exterior with the rounded-off rectangle 
shapes cropping up on the display 
screens and air vents. 


The instrument display on top of 
the dash takes some getting used to 
as it's not the natural position but 
being higher up, it means you can 
glance at it quickly without taking 
your eyes off the road. Most of the 
C3's controls are straightforward but 
the stereo module that pops up on 
lots of Citroen products is behind the 
times. The buttons are tightly packed, 
too fiddly and the control interface 
isn't intuitive to use but you get the 
hang of it over time. 


Our week with the C3 Picasso 
showed it in a very positive light. It's 
got a lot more style about it than 
the majority of small MPVs but that 
doesn't come at the expense of 
practicality. There's loads of space 
inside and although the boot's floor 
area is small, rear passenger space 
is excellent and there are lots of 
storage options. On the road, it's a 
comfortable experience with a well- 
judged ride and both manoeuvrability 
and visibility are top class.

"Most people know of our 
attacking qualities but we've 
worked a lot on our defensive 
side and overall structure, so 
it was great to keep a clean 
sheet as well as taking the three 
points." 

Murphy-McVey displayed 
great composure in the 45th 
minute by controlling a cross¬ 
shot by Tommy Bradford before 
impudently flicking the ball 
over sprawling keeper George 
Kamurasi. 

United received a golden 
chance to level things up from 
the penalty spot in the 67th 
minute, but Rory Hill smashed 
his spot-kick against the Robins' 
crossbar. 

And the home side finished 
up with ten men after defender 
Pat Kingwell, who the referee 
deemed as 'the last man', hauled 
down Michael Campbell as the 
striker bore down on goal.
